has its Ebbs and Flows, and is to aay 
what it was not yeſterday, and will he 
to morrow what it is not to day ; and 
the courſe of ' Nature jo neceſſarily re- 
quires change, that her Beauty and Or- 
der is nothing elſe but change, directed 
by the all wife Providence ; and that a- 
lone in which we ſeem to beve a _ 
and undiſputed property, the Bodtes we 


foray 
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fonaly call our own, are in a perpetual 
Flux; every morſel we eat makes an 
alteration, and every breath we draw, 
makes it what it was not before ; and 
every little and undiſcerued Pore does 
every moment do ſomewhat towards a 
chanze; nay, our better part, the Soul 
that ſeems to partake the immutability 
of” that natare, by which *twas formed, 
yet 1a its operations ts ſo unconſt ant to 
its ſelf, that it diſtinguiſhes us as much 
from our ſelves, as from one another, 
and is fo unlike it ſel '1u the different 
States of the Boay, as if it were not 
the ſame Immortal Being that animates 
the Child and the Man , what certainty 
then can be expected ? where Nature 
and the ovreat Creators Will, have fixed 
a Worm to deſtroy the fineſt Goard, 
and the very nature of thoſe bewitching 
I "azities we dote upon , render their 
poſſeſſzon jo uncertain, that they may 
vaniſh when Providence, Humane Wif- 
aom, and our own Aﬀettions ſeem to 
rate them fa eſt to us ; and that greaz- 
efs which the World adwires and pur- 
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ſues, #5 little elſe but Fancy and Opini- 
0n, and i ſure of nothing, but more 
noiſe, greater cares, and a greater ac- 
count ; and that which ts of built, 
when its arrived to its heighth, but 
moves ſlower to a period, but ſtill is 
moving thither , and like the Sun once 
come to the Meridian, ſtill declines till 
it fets ina Cloud. And can I hope to 
ſtand ſtill whilſt the world turns ronnd ? 
Or be exempt from the conſequences 
of a- general Revolution ? Or think 
Wealth or Honour more ſteddy in 
mine, than other hands, or with regret 
and uneaſinefs fear their receſi, which 
Religion and Natare tells me t unavoi- 
dable, or make this unconſtancy a Sub- 
ject of Trouble, which u the only foun- 
dation, and beſt motive to all humane 
hopes and induſtry; for if the enjoyment s 
were fixed immoveable by the hand of 
Providence, it would be in vain to riſe 
up early, and fit up late, and eat the 
bread of carefulneſs; there would be no- 
thing to provoke the induſtry of the lit- 
tle, nor need the manage of the great ; 

but 
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but the ſame inconſtancy is fuel to our 
hopes, as well as fears, and the ff 
tual circulation, gives room to hope 4 
higher, as well as dread a lower State ; 
and look for a Flow, as well 2s an Ebb 
of Fortune. May Religion then beget 
in me, ſuch a generons and immoveable 
Conſt ancy, that the approaches of the 
World may not tranſport, nor the receſs 
diſturb me,the hopes of it not make me ao 
an ill thing,nor the fears omit a good one.

Impreſs of Divinity, the Precepts wrote 
on Nature were defaced by the Charms of 
a ſingle Senſe, and behold tis fair,vith- 
food the force of Reaſon, and a Law, 
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to interditt the firſt Diſobedience. 4 
{ad and fatal proof that in our corrupted 
ate no Chains will hold the unruly 
Fiend ; for if tu the State of Tanocence 
Sin were able to break in upon the 
World, and in Paradiſe it felf znvade 
Mankind, how ſhall we now refiſt the 
Strone Man Armed ? Armed by this 
great” debauc' of Flumane Nature, by 
the early poſſeſſion of Vice, and habirs 
of Sin well aigh as old as our being ; ha- 
bits which make the ſame Seed of Origi- 
nal Sin,brine forth in ſome Tenn ſore 
Fifty, in others an Hundred Fold. T hat 
is indeed the Cockatrices Eg, but it ts 
our own habits that nurſe it into Ser- 
pents : "iis the $:7 of our immediate Pa 
rents, that renders the Sin of our firſt (5 
dangerous, and the want of a timely care 
to inſtil the holy Rules of Vertue, that 
gives Nin fo untverſal a dominion tn the 
World. For what reaſon ts able to grap- 
ple with Vice incorporated into Nature, 
indeared by cuſtom, and by long uſage 
become familiar. In theſe unhappy cr- 
cursſt ances, who can wonaer if men be 
B 4 COVErn-- 
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governed by the Law in the Members, 
when they muſt take leave of what Sin 
has made dear, put off a part of them- 
ſelves, and ſubdue their very Natures, 
before they can heartily ſet m__ in 
the way to Heaven; and when they do, 
there is hardſhip to conquer, and difficu!- 
ty to ſtruggle with; for the briohteſt Soul

learn what uothing elſe can teach them :

Chriftianity, that ts good and vertuors 
by its Sacred Influence and Condutt ; 

whilſt unprattiſed Arguments anſwer 
themſelves, and conclude only againſt 
the man that brings them ; ſo that Zgal 


:s of no value that is only fel to its ſelf, 


and ſpends in uſeleſs heats that warmth 
which ſhould cheriſh a generons and uſe- 


ful wertue, and kindle the holy ardours 


of the moſt ſincere and unafſeited Piety ;

PREFACE. 


Eſides thoſe who neglef the publick 
B Service of the Church for want of 
a due Senſe of Religion, there are too 
many led into the like neglett, upon an 
Opinion that their own private Devoti- 
075 are as prevalent and acceptable with 
God, as thoſe of the publick, Or elſe, Se- 
conaly, That to read and pray in their 
own Families on the Lords Day, 3s 
all the Duty that day requires, and God 
expetts from them, And theſe are the 
ſnares with which the great Enemy to 
Peace and Holineſs deludes many well- 
meaning People in theſe Kingdoms ; 
and makes the publick Service of God 
fo ſhamefully negletfed. The firſt pre- 
tence is ſo direttly oppoſite to the Spirit 
and Temper of Chriſt, and his Goſpel, 

that 
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that teach us to be meek and lowly, to 
that Charity that vaunteth not it ſelf, 
and is not puffed up ; and to that Hu- 
mility and Meekneft which are the 
Fruit of the Spirit ; that it may be ſafe- 
ty ſaid, tis the Fraits of ſpiritual pride. 

Nor is the ſecond pretence better ground- 
ed; for there is 20 one thing in which 
the Chriſtian World is more unanimous, 
than tn aſſerting it our Daty to ſet apart 
a portion of our time for the publick 
Service of God ; and declaring that 
to be Gods publick Service, when the 
Congregation me! 177 lome publick place, 
Joins together to pray urto,and to praiſe 
God. This is that: HI orſhip of God for 
which the ſeventh Day under the Law 
was, and the firſt under the G 9ſpel, 1« 
now ſet apart. And as he would have 
been thought an ill Jew, that did ne- 

gledt to preſent himfelf on their Sab- 

bath, in the emple, or the Synagopue, 

to bear a part in the orſbip injoyned 
by his Religion : So they ought to be 


accounted ill Chr: 2ſt ans, that atglect 
th, 
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the publick Worſhip of God, on the 
Lords Day more eſpecial , and in that 
publick manner which the Chriſtians of 
all Ages have ever prattiſed, and belie- 
ved a Duty laid upon them by the Chri- 
ftian Religion. For our Chriſtianity 
anes as ſtriitly oblige us to the Tributes 
of a publick Adoration and Praiſe, due 
to Almighty God, as the great Lord 
and Governour of the World, as to the 
ſecret Piety and Devotion which have 
ao other Witneſſes than God and onr 
own Hearts : Nor 1s that a Duty only, 
but a Favour and a Bleſſing, too ; a 
| Bleſſing every good Chriſtian ought to 
value, and to manifeſt that value by a 
ſedulous attendance upon Gods publick 
Worſhip, and a revereat and devout 
Behaviour thereiu. Let ve therefore 
tutreat all ſuch perſons,tuto whoſe hands 
the enſuing Devotions fall, never ſo far 
to miſtake me, nor themſelves, as to 
think azy thing elle intended therein, 
but to aſſiſt them in their private Ad- 
arefſes to Almighty God, when they 
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want opportunity more publickly ts ſerve 
him; and to judge ſo modeſtly of their

ſerions,that they may never hinder them

| any natural inability cannot, or by ſome 
preſent Awverſion, or Indiſpoſition, are 
aifit to read, and ſo are uncapable of 
the benefit of any other Devotions or 
Prayers but ſuch as may be read to them 
by others.

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ately after the laſt Paſſover he eat 
with his Diſciples, when the time 
drew nigh that the Son of Man was 
to be delivered into the Hands of ſin- 
ful Men, to be Crucified and Slain. 


As for the Ends and Rea- , 
ſon of Inſtituting this = its 
Holy Myſtery, ourSavi- FER SOR 


our himſelf will be our Guide ; and his 
Command, Doe this in Remembrance of 
me, 1s proof enough, that he intend- 
cd it to perpetuate the Memory of 
his Death and ſufferings, according 
to St. Paul, 1 Cor. 11. 26. till his 
glorious Advent, or Second coming 
to judge the World. And that 
this Sacrament was 1n- 
rended by our Saviour "= of ne 
asa Sealof the Covenant ogg 
of Grace, is likewite clear of Grace 
from his. own Words, which our 
Tranſlations in Mar. x4, and 2.4. ren- 
der New Teſtament; and in Mat. 26, 
& 28.the New Teſtament in his Blood, 
which night as properly be rendered 
New, 
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new Covenant, or the new Covenant 
in his Bloud, being not only ſo tran- 
ſlated in thoſe places by the learned 
Hammond, but the fame word is ſo 
rendred by the fame Tranſlators in 
Heb. 8. 8. and fo theſe words of our 
Saviour, ti1at is the New Teſtament, 
or the New Covenant in my Bloud, 
will bear this Paraphraſe, 7z. e. this is 
that Covenant of Grace and Mercy 
which God hath made with Man- 
kind, and which ſhall ſhortly be con- 
firmed and fealed unto them by the 
ſhedding of my Bloud. 

Laſtly, that this facred Myſtery 
does confer npon every worthy 
Communicant;a right to the Benefits 
of our Saviour's Death and Sufferings, 
iS as little to be queſtioned, as that 
Covenants among, Men duly ratified 
and exchanged, do confer on the 
Covenanters a Right to the things co- 
venanted for. Being unwilling to tire 
the Patience, or exceed the Capacity 


or the Time of common People, I 
ſhall 
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ſhall add no more to this ſhort and 
plain Account of this Sacrament, but 
haſten to undeceive the careleſs and 
unthinking Chriſtian, by fhewing 
him the neceſlity of this Holy Duty, 
in order to his Salvation.

Hen I ſpeak of 


ceſſity to Sal- the Neceſſity of 
Van. the Sacrament to the Sal- 


vation 
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vation of the Chriſtian: I under- 
ſtand not ſuch « neceſſity as would 
ſet bounds and- limits to the Mercy 
of God, or utterly exclude from Hea- 
ven all ſuch whont God has: denied 
4 poſſibility” of partaking of that Sa- 
crament'; nor ſuch a Neceſlity as a- 
rifes from' the Nature of the Work 
or Duty it ſelf, without refpe& to 
the reafon and end of its [nſtitution, 
or the Will of the Inſtitutor : But 
the Neceflity I ſpeak of, is fuch as a- 
rites from the Wilt and Pleature of 
Almiplity God in-making it the or- 
dinary means of Salvation. 

' Salvation is the Gift/ of God; and 
'twas in hispower to grant it'unto men 
6n what terms he' pleaſed : Now' he 
having thought fit to inſtitute'the Sa+ 
crament, and command the uſage of 
it, and in his'Word to declare it one 
of the outward means of Salvation ; 
We muſt- expe& Salvation: in: that; 
and 1nno-other- way-than that' which 
Gol has appointed'; and on+no- or 
SY L 3 ther 
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ther Terms than thoſe on which 
God has promiſed it. Conſequently, 
the external -participating of che 
Lord's Supper is ſo neceſlary to the 
Salvation. of the Chriſtian, that 
without-1t Salvation 4s not in an or- 
dinary manner to be expeted. 
As for thoſe to whom God has de- 
nyed the ordinary means of Salvati- 
on, (his Word and Sacraments,) we 
may ſay of them. as the Apoſtle does 
in another caſe, What have we to doe 
with them that are without? Nor will 
their Caſe afford better grounds for 
us to hope for Salvation, in the ſame 
way in which God may poſlibly be- 
ftow it on them, than God's Care of 
Moſes in the Mount, or of. Elias in 
the Famine, 'to hope for. a miracu- 
lous preſervation of our - Bodies 
when there is no neceſſity for it; or 
that Ravens ſhould feed us, when we 
are bleſſed with plenty. - Conſe- 
quently, all fuch Perſons, as hve 


within the Boſome of ſuch a Church 
as 
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as does require no manifeſtly ſinfull 
Terms of Communion, (if. of Age 
and Capacity to receive the Sacra- 
ment,) they cannot negle& it with- 
out a manifeſt and apparent hazard 
of their Salvation. And this I pre- 
ſume ta be no other Doctrine than 
what God himſelf has taught us in 
the Holy Scripture , the proof of 
which I ſhall confine to ſuch Argu- 
ments as may be drawn from thence. 
As firſt, that it is neceſſary to our: 
Union with Chriſt. 

Firſt, That our Uuion "= m—_ 
with Chriſt is wrought a ih. 
and continued by parti- Ro 
cipation of the Lord's Supper, and 
that we are are thereby Communim 
made one with Chriſt; Sv: 
and Chriſt with us; not our Holv 
Mother onely, but the Holy Ghoſt 
has taught us. To this uaipel is that 
of St. Paul, x Cor. 10. 17. We being 
many are one bread, and one body, for 
we all are partakers of that one breads: 


ho 1 The 
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The Apoſtle hear fpeaks of the Sa- 
crament, not -only as a Symbol of 
Charity, and a means -of uniting the 
Members of 'Chriſt to-ane another ; 
but hkewiſe 8s a means .of Union 
unto Chriſt; For the Body with 
which we arethere ſaid to be united, 
and to be one, cannot be underſtood 
only of the Church, which 4s ſome- 
tunes ſtyled the Body of Chrift ; 
and by union, with which we may 
be {aid to be united unto Chrift; for 
as 1n the natural Body, the union of 
2 particular Member to the Body, is 
the means by which 1t 15 united un- 
to the Head: So it 1s in the Body 
ſpiritual, the union of a particular 
Member to the Church @f Chr:/, 
which is called his Body, is a means 
of uniting particular Members to 
Chriſt himſelf, who is faid to be the 
Head of the Church. Nor is it to be 
doubted that the Sacrament, by u- 
niting us to this Body of Chriſt, his 


Church, docs thereby unite us unto 
Chriſt 
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Chriſt; or that the words of the A- 
poſtle now mentioned will bear that 
ſenſe; but beſides this, this Text 
ſeems to.import a mn and more 
immediate union, cfieted by a due 

receiving the bleſſed Sacrament. 
Firfl, B=cauſe the Body, with 
which we are here by the Apoſtle 
faid to be One, muſt be that he 
ſpeaks of in the Verſe preceding 
theſe Words, where he faith, The 
Bread which we break,is it not the Com- 
munion of the Body of Chriſt2 Where 
the Body ſpoken of ſeems to be the 
fame which that Apoſtle, x Cor.11.24. 
| faith was broken, and St. Lake 22. 19. 
faith was given for us, which can be 
underſtood of no other Body than 
that which was facrificed on the 
Croſs. Again, 'tis probable St. Paul 
uſed this Diſcourſe chiefly to per- 
ſuade the converted Gentiles, not 
to cat of the Feſtival Sacriftces of the 
Idols they had forſaken, by ſhewing 
them the inconſiſtence of partaking 
L 4 of 
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of the Table of the Lord, and the 
Table of Devils; becauſe, faith he, 
they that participiate of. the Sa- 
crifices offered to falſe Gods, do 
thereby partake of the nature of 
thoſe Gods to which they fſacri- 
fice, the thing intimated in their 
having fellowſhip or communion 
with Devils, v. zo. and therefore you 
cannot partake of Ido-Sacrifices, 
and by partaking thereof become 
united unto, and partake of the na- 
ture of Devils, and -partake of the 
Table of the Lord, and by 1o doing, 
te united unto him, and participate 
of his pure and holy nature: For 
theſe are things ſo diretly oppoſite, 
that to do both is impoſliible; and 
this ſeems the ſtreſs of the Apoſtle's 
Argument. And that the reaſoning 
of the Apoſtle was thus underſtood 
by the converted Gentiles, is highly 
probable ; it being an Opinion com- 
monly received among them, that 


union with their Gods,and partaking 
ol 
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of the very Nature of thoſe Demon” 
to which the Sacrifices were offer 
was always the effect of eating of 
thoſe Sacrifices that were offered to 
. them. So that from this Diſcourſe 
of the Apoſtle, who aſſerts partaking 
of the Cup of Bleſſing, to be com- 
munion of the blood of Chri/t, v. 16. 
and eating of the Bread, communion 
of ' the Body of Chriſ/t, there ſeems 
good grounds to conclude that eve- 
ry worthy Communicant, his parta- 
king of the Holy 'Sacrament, 1s not 
only a declarative AC of a: political 
union with Chriſt, and all good Chri- 
flians; but likewiſe an effteRive 
means, by which a more immediate 
ſpiritual 'union betwixt Chriſt and 
his own Soul is accompliſhed. .. And 
this is fo high a Favour, ſo-great a 
Bleſſing; that no one, that -tenders' 
the good of his own Soul, would 
by his own fault be deprived” of ; 
and the Bunefits and Necelility of this” 
Union, and-of the holy Duty - by - 
L$- winch . 
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which *tis effected, will be farther 
evident from the ſecond thing to be 
conſidered ; and that is, 5 
Secondly, The vital Influences and 
ſaving Graces of God's holy Spi- 
rit, are both conveyed unto good 
Chriſtians, and cheriſhed in them, 
and their ſpiritual Life preſerved by 
a due participation of the Lord's 
Supper. As every Member of the 
Body natural neceſſarily requires an 
Union with the Body; and bei 
divided from, or deprived of tho 
Spirits that animate the whole Boy, 
does certainly periſh, and loſe its na- 
tural Lite: 4+ is 18 the Body myſtt- 
cal, if a Member be not united to it, 
or be deprived of the Graces that 
influence and animate that Body ; 
it. mull, ceaſe to be a living Member 
of that Body myſtical At Baptiſm 
every Chriſtian is made a Member of 
Chriſt, as our Church teaches us ; 
and being ſo made, does not only 


ſuppoſe our Incorporation into the 
Churcu, 
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Church, but likewife a participation 
of thoſe Graces thar are common to 
that Body ; and without which we 
could not be Members of it: fo that 
it is this ſpiritual Life, or our parta- 
king of the Graces of God's Spirit, 
that makes us living Members of 
Chriſt; and 'tis by virtue of our 
Union with Chriſt, and his Body the 
Church, by which at firſt we are 
made, and continued partakers of 
the Graces of God's Spirit ; coniſe- 
quently, he that refuſes the means by 
which this Union is continued ; that 
is, the means whereby he is made 
one Body with Chriſt, viz. the ble 
fed Sacrament, deprives himſelf of - 
the vital Influences neceſſary to pre- 
ferve him a living Member of Chriſt's 
Body. And that this is the confſe- 
quence of negleAting the Sacrament, 
nothing will be more evident, if the - 
words of St. John 6.. 53. Except ye 
eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and 
drink his Blood, ye have no Life in Jos, 
will... 
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will bear the Interpretation of the 
Ancients ; who from thence ſo high- 
ly aſſerted the indiſpenſable neceſfity 
of the Lord's Supper, that they 
acminiſtred it to Infants, ſuppoſing 
their Salvation deſperate if they died 
without it. And this was probably 
the reaſon why our Saviour was 
pleaſed to give us his Body and Blood 
under the Elements of Bread and 
Wine, the common nouriſhment of 
the Natural Body; that he might 
thereby thew us the neceſſity, as well 
of ſtrengthening and retreſhing our 
Souls by his Body, and Blood, (as our 
Church ſpeaks,) as of our Bodies by 
Bread and Wine; and teach us that 
the ſpiritual Lite of our Souls, can- 
not be. preſerved without a frequent 
eating of our ſpiritual Food, no more 
than our Bodies can fſubſiſt without 
the Food that is natural. And how 
unreafonable- is it to imagine, that 
thoſe that are by nature and cuſtom 


prone to doe evil; that have created 
tc 


Oe eg 
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to themſelves a neceſlity of ſinning, 
ſhould yet do well without conſtant 
ſupplies from the Fountain of Grace 
and Goodneſs, that works in us both 
to will and to doe : or to expect this 
ſupply, and yet neglet the means 
by which God has promiſed and de- 
termined to give it us; the ſacred 
Myſtery, the holy Jeſus purpoſely 
contrived to maintain the principle 
of Life and Regeneration, that firſt 
he gives, when at Baptiſm he ſets Jus 
Seal upon us and marks us his! And 
let it be conſidered, that without 
this we cannot be Children of God ; 
and according to the Apoltle, Rom. 
8. 9. & 14. If any Man have not the 
Spirit of Chriſt he is none of his; that 
we partake of this Spirit by being 
one with Chriſt , and are made one 
with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us, by 
being made one Bread, as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaks. And from hence there wall 
appear the ſame neceſſity of external ' 
partaking of the Lord's Supper, as.of 
partaking of that Spirit of Chrift, 
wath. 
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without which we are none of his. 
I might farther urge the ſame argu- 
ment from what our Saviour faith of 
abiding in the Vine, Fohn 15. 4. in 
order to our bearing Fruit; or that of 
John 6. 53. which the Church of God 
for ſome Ages underſtood of the 
Sacrament ; but becauſe theſe of 
hte have been conſidered'at large by 
a better hand, I ſhall therefore pro- 
ceed, toſhew the indiſpenſable neceſ- 
fity of the bleſſed Sacrament , by 
fhewing, Thirdly, how a due parta- 
king thereof, dces intitle to the be- 
nefits of Chriſt's Death, his Paſſion, 
and Refurrection. 
Sarrament inti- Thirdly, The great ar- 
tles ro Chrif's Fuments urged by St. 
Death, Paſſon, Paal, 2s proof of the Re 
_ Refurreth- frrection of our Bodies, 
to Glory and Immorta- 
try, are the Union betwixt Chri/# 
and his Members, and their being 
quickned by the fame Spirit. Chri/t 
(faith the Apoſtle) was the firſt fruits 
of 
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of them that ſlept, x Cor. 15. 20. and 
hence, v. 23. concludes the Refurre- 
Aion of thoſe that are his; and in 
Roms. 8. 11. If the Spirit of him that 
raiſed up Feſus from the dead dwell is 
you, he that raiſed up Chriſt from the 
dead, ſhall alſo quicken your mortal Bo- 
dies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 
And as the Spirit 1s only promiſed in 
the Covenant of Grace, fo the pro- 
mile of giving it, is to fuch only as 
are carefull to enter into, and per- 
form the condition of that Covenant. 
Therefore that which gives a reafo- 
nable and well-grounded Afſfurance 
of God's performing to each Chri- 
ftian in particular the conditions of 
this Covenant, ts his own care to 
make himſelf a party in that Cove- 
nant, by fealing of it ; and thereby 
tying himſelf to perform the condi- 
tions of the ſame ; confequently the 
ſealing of this Covenant, being the 
way that God has appointed to 
make each Chriſtan # party to it 
Mu 
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muſt be as neceſſary to entitle him 
to the Benefits of Chriſt's Death and 
Pafſion, the things on God's part co- 
venanted for, as the ſealing and de- 
livering a Bond or Covenant among 
Men, 1s to give a legal Right to the 
things in that Bond or Covenant con- 
diticned for. And this will be far- 
ther evident from the next thing to 
be conſidered, That the partaking 
of this Sacrament, 15 the way that 
God has appointed to. apply and con- 
firm to particular Chriſtians, what he 
has in general promuſed in the Cove- 
nant of Grace. 2 
Sacrament Pourthly, k The Goſpel- 
a Seal o Covenant is that Cor- 
we Goſpel tract betwixt- God and 
Man, in which God. pro- 
miſcs to admit. Sinners to pardon and 
Salvation,.on the conditions, of Faith, 
Repentance, and ſincere Obedience, 
ſealed to Mankind by the death of 
his Son, who dyed for thaſe which were 
ded. in Adam, aud taſted Death for: 


EV cry 
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every man ; and not thinking this e- 
nough out of his tenderneſs and com- 
paſſion to poor Sinners, he contri 
ved a way to admit them into this 
Covenant, and to give to every pe- 
nitent Sinner 1n particular, repeated 
aſſurances of enjoying the Benefits 
thercot ; and therefore not only ap- 
pointed the Sacrament of Baptitm 
ro admit us into this Covenant du- 
ring our Minority, but the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper, by which this 
Covenant might be pertonally ſealed 
by every Sinner ; and 'God feals to 
every Sinner thoſe Bleſfings in gene- 
ral promiſed. Now theſe being the 
ends for which theſe holy Rites were 
inſtituted ; he that at Bapriſm is ad- 
mitted into this Covenant by virtue 
of a Promiſe (made by others in his 
Name) tc oblerve the Conditions of 
it ; if he refuſe when he comes of 
Age to. ratifie this Covenant, and 
by ſealing it to make himſelt a Par- 
ty to it, and take upon him the Ob- 

[:gation 
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ligation to perform the Conditions 
tt requres ; he has no more reaſon 
to expect the Benefits of this Cove- 
nant, than Minors to expect the ad- 
vantage of a Contract made for therh 
by their Guardians, which them- 
ſelves,come to Age,refuſe to confirm. 
Therefore ſuch Perſons as wilfully 
refuſe to come to the Lord's Table, 
and thereby perſonally to own them- 
ſelves obliged to perform the Con- 
ditions required on man's part in the 
Covenant of Grace, ought to be 
looked upon as ſuch as do renounce 
that Covenant, and all the Benefits 
of their Chrifft;anity, and have no 
more reaſon to expect advantage 
from the Goſpel Covenant, than 
from any other Contract in which 
they are not concerned. But be- 
caule this is a Danger little regarded, 
becauſe little underſtood, and this 
Argument cannot be urged too far, 


or made too plain; pardon me there- 


fore, if I take leave to explain it by 
asking 
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asking a Queſtion or two that may 
make the thing more plain. Suppoſe 
a lawful Government ſhould contrive 
a ſokmn League and Covenant, and 
enjoin every one to take that Cove- 
nant that did expect the benefits and 
protedion of that Government, and 
command that Parents ſhould un- 
dertake for their Children during 
ther Minority, but when grown to 
years of diſcretion, that then every 
Perſon ſhould come into a Court of 
Judicature, or a Congregation, and 
with lifted up hands perfonally en- 
age to obſerve the conditions of 

that Covenant; Now ſuppole fome 
Perſons born whilſt this was a 
Law of the Kingdom, and in Obe- 
dience to that Law, their Parents 
undertook for them during theur Mi- 
nority ; yet, when grown up to be 
Men, theſe Perſons would by no 
means be prevailed upon to come 
perſonally and promite to obſerve 
it ; but though the Magiſtrate com- 
manded, 
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ded, and the Miniſter invited, yet 
ſtill refuſed : let me ask now whe- 
ther the Promiſe made by their Pa- 
rents in their behalf, be enough to 
intitle them to the benefits of the 
Covenant; or rather, whether this 
refuſal in their own perſons, to take 
this Covenant, be not a juſt reaſon 
for all men to conclude, they expect 
no manner of Advantage from it, 
but that they totally renounce 1t,and 
all the benefits thereof? Let me beg 
of thofe poor miſ-led People, that 
neglect the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, to apply this to themſelves. 
God has made a Covenant with 
Mankind, and has required that we 
not only promiſe Obedience to it by 
our Sponſors, during our minority, 
but thar every one (when of Age) 
ſhall in his own Perſon ſeal this Co- 
venant, and perſonally promiſe in 
and by that Ordinance (which he 
has inſtituted for that very end) to 


obſerve the Conditions of it. What 
| reaſon 


| 
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reaſon then can any man have to 
hope for the benefits of. this Cove- 
nant, that does refuſe to ſeal it? Nay, 
on the contrary, is there not the 
higheſt reaſon to conclude, ſuch re- 
tulal to be an actual renouncing of 
the Goſpel Covenant ;. and conſe- 
quently ſuch an a& as renders the 
Refuſers utterly incapable of the 
bleſſing of Chriſtiantty, and all the 
merit and mercies. of a Saviour, and 
puts them in as, bad, if not a worſe 
ſtate than ſome honeſt Pagass are in; 
it. being better;not to know, than to 
know and yet to. deſpiſe the Mer- 
cies of our Saviour. Again, there 
- was a Covenant betwixt God, and 
the People of 1ſrae!, . this Cove- 
nant was confirmed to them by 
a Sacrifice, Exod.. 2.4. ver. 8. | But 
when any Proſclyte was admitted 
into that Church, before he could 
have any right to the benefits of that 
Covenant, there was required a Sa- 
crifice from him, which was called 

al 
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an Applicatory Sacrifice ; by vritue 
of which, the Covenant in general 
made with that People, was ſealed 
to particular Proſelytes : This Cove- 
nant wssa Type of that which God 
hath made with mankind, . and rhe 
Sacrifice by which it was confirmed, 
of that Sacrifice by whictr God has 
confirmed the Gopel-covenant; that 
full; perfet and ſufficient 

- ay ogg Sacrifice, Oblation and Satis- 
* faction for the Sins of the 
whole World, made by our: Saviour 
on, the Croſs. Now becanfe'tis not 
poſlible that this Sicrifice ſhould be 
repeated ; for Chriſt can die no more, 
nor is 1t neceſſary, that it: ſhould be 
repeated, becauſe as the' Apoftle 
ſpeaks, Zeb, 10. x2, 14, 18: This Man 
after he had offered one Sacrifice for 
fans, for ever ſat down on the right hand 
of God ; and by one offering, hath per- 
fedted for ever them that are ſanttified; 
and where there is remiſſion; there is mo 
more offering for fi: Therctore what | 
remains, 
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remains, is, that there ſhould: be- a 
ſecond kind of Sacrifice among Chri- 
ſhans, to anſwer to the Applicatory: 
Sacrifice among the Jews; and this 
can be no other than that Euchari- 
ſtical federal Sacrifice, by which the 
merit and efficacy of; the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, is applied'to. every Chniſtian;: 
and the Covenant made with all, is, 

ratified with.every fangle Believer. 
Fifthly, Beſides all: this, 
how great a Diſhonour is 
it: to our Saviour, and. his 
Goſpel,. to: imagine, that. He who; 
came on purpoſe to redeem, us from: 
the Jewiſh Yoak, and give us ſuch-a, 
Religion. as. might be a reaſonable: 
Service, ſhould ever appoint this-as 
2. ſtanding and perpetual Duty, if 
he did not: think it neceſlary: to: Sal- 
vation? And: that the Apoſtles, the 
Primitive Chriſtians, and all Chrt: 
ſtendom (excepting a few nO—_ 
men in this. laſt Century.) did, and 
{tilt do, apprehend it: a neceſſary, 
though 


Diſhanour ta; 
neglet it. 
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tho an ordinary means of Salvation, 
15 as manifeſt as their uſage of it, or 
as that there is the face of a Chriſtian 
Church in the World. | 

Sixthly, And if any ſtreſs may be 

t on a Parable, from the Sentence 
pronounced on thoſe that made ex- 
cuſes for not coming to the Wed- 
ding Feaſt, tis manifeſt our Saviour 
intended that this Sacrament ſhould 
be thought thus neceſſary : And that 
he will pronounce them. unworthy 
to taſte of his Supper, that will not. 
come when they are bidden. And 
certainly, the only reaſon of that 
dreadfull Sentence againſt him that 
came in to the Feaſt without a Wed- 
ding Garment, was the very ſame 
Oftence that they are charged with- 
all, that did neglect it; that is, he 
was unworthy to. taſte of his Supper: 
And if the guilt be the fame in the 
negligent and the unworthy, the Sen- 
tence will certainly be the ſame too, 


Bind them, and caſt them into atter 
darkneſs. 
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Darkneſs. A great deal more might 
be faid on this fubje& ; but this is 
enough to all, but men willfully 
blind, and refolved upon their 
ruine.

Let no little excules ſerve thy 
turn, but have a care,jie!t by ground- 
leſs ſcruples thou deſtroy thar for 
which Chriſt dyed Will a neat 
and well dreſi:4 Apology, for ne- 
glect of thy Cloths, keep thee warm 
| without them? Or when tlwu art 

hungry, canſt thou charm thy Appe: 

kite by magiufying the danger of a 

| "of Surteit ? 
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Surteit, and contentedly ſtarve thy 
ſelf for fear thou ſhouldſt dye with 
eating? And wilt thou be thus fa 
vage and barbarous to thy own Soul, 
in a thing that ſo nearly concerns thy 
welfare; and refuſe the paſſionate 
Invitation of thy Lord, to the high- 
eft and moſt myſterious Union,even 
that by which thou art made one 
with Chri/t2 Wilt thou refuſe that 
Sacred Banquet God has provided at 
the price of the Death and Sufferings 
of his eternal Son, and deſigned on 
purpoſe to. ſeal thy Pardon and Peace? 
Remember then, as oft as thou art 
tempted to a negled& of this Duty, 
at once thou ſlighteſt the higheſt In- 
ſtance of a Saviour's Love, and one 
of the greateſt Bleſſings that God 
vouchſated unto Mankind : Thou 
robbeſt thy ſelf of a Mercy, and diſ- 
obeyeſt a Command thy Saviour 
purchaſed and ſealed with his Blood : 
therefore let every Chriſtian, as he 
tenders his eternal welfare, as he re- 


gards 
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gards the Command and deareſt 
\ Pledg of a Saviours Love, or the 
neceſlities of his own Soul, reſolve 
never to turn his Back on the Table 
of the Lord; but as often as thy 
Lord invites thee to this Table, and 
thou art beſeeched in Chriſt's ſtead by 
thoſe that attend upon his Service, 
make no excuſes, but come and be 
reconciled unto God. And now 
that he who has appointed this re- 
membrance of his Charity and Com- 
paſſion, and commanded us to come 
in, that his Table may be filled, may 
accept thee, I ſhall enlarge to ſhew 
what Preparation is requiſite to make 
a devout and worthy Communicant.

I fay not this to Gifcou- 
rage a folemn Preparation, for ] 
think we cannot be too careful and 
ſerious in a matter of ſo great mo- 
ment and importanze ; but that by 
preſcrbing Rules for Preparation, j 
may not lay a Snare for pjous and 
well diſpoſed Perſons; nor be ©

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means to keep them back when they 
have not ſo much time for Prepara- 
tion as they do wiſh for ; but let 
them reſolve their Scruples in our Sa- 
viours Words, One ought to be done, 
bat the ether muſt not be left undone ;

themſelves, and get as convenient 
time as they can for it, but by no 
means omit the Duty of receiving: 
Having reſolved upon that, do all 
You can to get ſome time to retire 
trom the World, and then you may 
make ule of the following, or any 
other Directions.

Thus ſurrounded, that of David 
ſhall be my choice; I will caſt my 
ſelf into the hands of God, chooſe 
rather to periſh by an involuntary 
failure in my Preparation, than add 
to my Sins by a voluntary Omiſſion 
of my Duty. The firſt may havc 
{ome Plea to excule it, but the latter 
iS a certain Guilt. God may pity 
and forgive him that proves an un- 
profitable Servant, when he has done 
all that he can; but without vio- 
lence to his own Veracity, cannot 
with-hold ſtripes from them that 
know, but do not their Maſter's 
Will; and ſhall we exclude the Pre- 
cept that was wrought in a Saviour's 
Blood, and has all the benefits of his 
Pafiion to challenge our Remem- 
brance and Obedience ? Shall we 
ſhut out trom the Laws of the Gol- 


pel that which ratifies all the rcſt, 
and 
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and ſigns our right to the Mercie's 
which it promiſes? 

Obedience therefore ſhall be my 
Sacrifice ; and reſolved I am, to go 
to the Altar of my God: Holy 
Thoughts ſhall be my Wedding Gar- 
ment, Sacred Purpoſes my Guard, a 
holy Faith and vigorus Hope intro- 
duce me to the Feſtival of my Lord. . 
"Tis not a few ſour minutes, not 
the forced Devotion of a day, but a 
vertuous Life ſhall be my Preparatt- 
on, and this will perpetuate the Sa- 
cramental Feaſt, and make my Lite 
but one continued Remembrance of 
the bleſſed Jeſus.
